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Temnnts of St, Demis,

In the completion of the diffionit and deli.
oate task of restoring the royal churoh of Ht.
Denis will lie M. Viollet-Leduc's ohief olaim
to consideration as an able and olever arohi.
teot. The undertaking was one demandin
the greatest possible carve, judgment mg
labor, and M, Viollet-Ledoe has brought
all these to bear, with a rexult fhal leaves
nothing to be desired. It was nol merely
a question of replacing displaced tomba,
tulan""hllen columns, and mending sta-
tues, but the notions of formor govern-
ments had ovidently been very vague and
indistinot on the subject of ‘‘restoration,”
and those notions had all tended to spoil 84,
Denia rather than to improve it, so that it
has béen now necessary to destroy mueh
before the work of restoration could be
n. Yet it was this disfigured churoh
that was the glory of the sight-seers of the
roigos of Louis the Eighteenth, Charles the
Tonth, and Louis Philippe ! The lightnoess
and elevation of its dome were vaunted by
our fathers, yet its flooring had been raised
more than a yard above the gronnd, to avoid
damp; its windows had given place to medix-
wal portraits of kings and abbes, whose like-
ness to the originals was very doubtful; and
ita tombs had been removed into a dark,
damp orypt, exposed to the indiscretion of
wisitors. There were columns, statues, and
busts—-some among them of persons who
had never been buried at St. Denis—all nn.
clironologioallyand incorrectly arranged. The
St, Denis of to-day presents & very indiffer-
ent appearance, even in its unfinished state,
The royal mauscleum stands before us,
brilliant in renewed beauty and freshness,
and carries us back at onoe to the days of ila
¢ glory. With this difference, however,
that it is now less n mansoleum than a mu-
seum, M. Georges d'Heilly, in a very inter-
esting acconnt lately published in Paris of
the extraction of the royal coffins from St
Denis in 170, says:—‘“Death no longer sur-
rounds us when visiting St. Denis. The tombs
which once sheltered the bodies of our kings
are empty, many of them re-made,
tho ashes of Dagobert and Henry the
Second thrown fo the winds, and their bones
burnt in quick-lime. The fault, therefore, of
this pdmirable restoration is that the royal
church isno longer a church, nor & necropolia.
It is simply & museum which we visit, as we

visit the Louvre, and the difference between
the old tombs, painted windows. and chapels l
of the past, and those of the present, which

are the work of M. Viellet-Leduo, is the
difference which exists between an admirably
executed copy and an utterly lost original,

““On the i1st of July, 1793, at asitting of
the convention, Barrere, in the nams of the

Comite dn Salut Public, read a paper in
which he proposed that the anniversary of
the 10th of August—the day on which the
throne had bLeen levelled -should be cele.
brated by the destruction of the royal tombs
of 8t. Denis, the sumptuousness of which, he
argued, was vanity tending to the flattery
and glory of monarchy. The convention
unanimonsly gave asgsent to the proposition,
and the work of destruction commenced on
the 6th and finished on the 8th of Angust, to
the end that on the 10th it might be publicly
announced that the great and just act had
been accomplished, and that it only now re-
mained to open the cofling and disperse the
remaing of the royal tyrants, which would be
effected as soon as circumstances permitted.
Accordingly, in the following October com-
menced thé opening of tho coflins—the first
being that of the great Turennc. The shape of
his body was well preserved, aud his features
were very little altered. He appeared like a
dried mummy of a light shade of bistre. A
large opening was then made in the vault in
which lay the Bourbon princes and prin-
oesses, and the coflin of lHenri the Fourth
was discovered. His body was perfectly pre-
served and his face recognisable. At the
moment of opening, an enthusiastie soldier
threw himself Lefore the corpse, and, after a
long and silent worship, drew his sword and
cut off a lock of his beard, which le held to
his own lip, erying in loud tomes:—‘And ]
also am a Vrench soldier! And [ am hence
forth sure of conquering the enemies of
France and marching to viotory.’

*On the same day, 14th of October, the
other members of the House of Bourbon, to
the number of forty-seven, were taken out of
their coffins, The body of Louis the Thir-
teonth was whole, and surprisingly well pre-
served; he was recognisable by his moustache,
called a la rovale, which remained intact,
The body of Louis the Fourteenth was black
as ink, and the skin shiny. The coffin of Lonis
the Fifteenth was opened at Lho entrance to
the pit, which had been dug ready for the re-
ception of the royal remuins in the court-yard
of the church where formerly stood the beau-
tiful chapel of the Valois. This chapel was
destroyed in 1719, being unsafe; butsome of its
finest remains, consisting of arched columns,
ete., are to be seen at the present day in the
Pare Monceanx. The body of the royal lover
of the Du Barry was entirve, and well band-
aged: the skin white, the nose violel; some
portions of the trank, red. It floated io
water formed by the dissolving of the sea
galt in which it had lain. Tho bodies of the
other priuces and princesses were in a state
of liqwd putrefaction, and gave forth a black
and thick vapor, the odor of which burut
vinegar and gunpowder hardly dissipated.
The intestines of the illustrions doad were
pluced in leaden vessels attached to the
iron trestles that supported the coffins, which
were also of lead. The whole was despatched
to the melter's, after the coutents had been
ewptied into the pit.

“In the vault of Ubarlea the I'ifth several
members of his family had Leen buried. In
his coffin, besides some dried bones, were a
orown aud sceptre of gold and & hand of Jus-
tice beautifully carved in silver. In the
coffin of Jeanne de Bourbon, his wife, were
the remains of & crown, & gold ring, a spin-
dle in gilt wood half eaten away, and some
pointed shoes covered with gold and silver
embroidery., Part of a crown and s gilt
soeptre wore also found in the coffins of
Charles the Seventh and his wife
Mavie d'Anjou, The tomb of Henri
the Second held nioe cofling, contain.
ing the bones and decomposed remains
of the princes and princesses of his line.

Louis the Tenth bad no coffin, His body
had been simply placed in a stone hollowed
imto the form of & trough. snd lined with
plates of lead. Bones, und part of a seeptre
and brass orown, were found in it much
rusted, Charles le Chanve had been placed
in a similar receptacle, as had also Philippe-
Auguste. In the coffio of the latter nothing
but dust was found. The body of Louis the
Fighth was enveloped iu u leather sack,
Leside which was part of a wooden
soeptre, & disdem of gold tissue, and a
mﬂ: cap. Philippe le Bel wia in & stone
coffin—an entive skeleton: & gold ring was
on one of his fingers, and beside him lay a
disdem of gold tissne, snd a brass gilt soeptro.

A staftie bert stood in frent of his

tomb, and this the workmen were obliged (o

bresk, in order to get at the coftin. Iu the

tomsb was & wooden coffer two foet lo::}, oon-

in some silken staff, and separntod one from
tho other by a plank, dividing ths coffer in
two, The head of the quean was missing; that
of the king was complote, even to the teoth,
The skeloton of Duguesolin--baried by favor
at 51, Denis—was foupd intaot in n lead cof.
fin, the bead perfeot, and the bones wondar-
fully white The vault of Francois the Firat
contained xix coffins. All the bodies were in
a #tate of liquid putrefaction, and & sort of
black water issued frem the colfing during
their carriage to the pit. The body of Fran-
coin himself was of extraordinary stature and
build, In the coflin of Phili lo Loong was
his complete skeloton, clothed in royal robes.
On his hend was s gold crown, enriched by pre.-
cious stones: his mantle was decorated with
old and silver. After the completion of
the ghastly work at Bt. Denis, the ooffin of
Madsme Louise, daughter of Lounis the Fif.
teenth, wan fetched from the Carmelite con.-
vent of which she was superior. Her body
was in the dress of a Carmelite nun, and in
a state of putrefaction. It was taken to the
Cemotery of Valois, and thrown with tho rest
into the foske commune. On the 12th of Oe-
tober a grand ceremony and proceasion took
place, in order to transport the gold and trea-
sure found at Bt. Denis, with becaming dig-
nity, to the Convention Nationale."

In this way revolution scatterad the trea-
sured dust of kings!—AU the Year Round,
